The dead state in which the polities] Life of owe coumtery finds itsel’ is 
aU WivilIOUL Upers tor Ue ureex pBOPLe aha MeLiOn, ror wih years now 
our country bas been facing « serious gocliel crisis, which, separate und 
distinet from the political forms it takes seach tims, has the following 
general and more serious histerical Sia peminrunae with its monopolistic 
and parasitic formmtion, the Greck capitelistie cligarchy has reached a 
state of complete contradiction to the needs of the farther growth of the 
nation's foress of production, ard as long ea this contradiction is not orer- 
come, Greek economy refleets and irill continue to reflect (but fn o mich 
greater depres) a pathological and sickly condition, SAimiltaneously, the 
entire ‘old city-political world’ has become conclusively bankrupt and 
thrown its luek in with capitalistic conatrnction and dees not correspond 
in any way to the pursuits of the Greek people. In its mre gmeral 
historical projection the Greek crisis fa the product of conflict between 
the oligarechic economy and the political direction which the regularly. 
established authority follows, and the demecratic tendencies which are 
created and developed continuously within the working class, This con 
flict leads te the historical need of a change which wust insure the 
democratization of Greek social and politica: life and, more pexticularly, 
the abolition of the products of the monopolistie and parasitic capltelistic 
oligarchy; the creation of uew productive associations which will bind more 
closely and make worthier the productive activity of the working nation: 
the decisive intervention of the popular messes in the volitical life of 
the country; and the substantive fimetioning of political democracy so that 
it would correspond to the nzeds of the people's strata. On the whole, the 
Greok nation finds itself before a decisive ben? in the road, which is 
fixed by the imperative quest of = democratic historical outiet, Tho 
ecanemic and political foress which teday reipn throughout the lend constitute 
an absolute barrier to this road, The lonver this 1s prolonged, the more 
there develop dissolute tendencies within the secial and political life of 
the land, and the more it threatens the very foundation of the nation. 


The Greek people (who are objectivuiy strong) and the Greek popular move. 
nents were unabie, within ths past ten years, to semwe this democratic 
outlet and the national demo:ratic transformation woon which they could 
have entered very easily, The porular movement, despite its heroic and 
strenuous commencement of resistance, despite its We precece 2 develop.. 
ment, and despite the trouble and sacrifices of thousands of ecmbatants, 
broke down cn its course and bas now reached a very low point in its 
ideological policy, in its organimtional judgment and now 1s en the point 
of dissolution, This bending of the popular factor is, in the final 
analysis, that force which permitted the mchinery of modern Greek history 
to retrogress ten years; it also permitted the course and perasitiam of 
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economic oligarchy to survive, and the return te the political seene of 
dead and decomposed old party polities, The responsibility for this de. 
revere tion of the popuier movement walehs heavily woon th: SES leadership. 
The Communist Ieadershin. a prisoer of narrow organicst ad polities 
perceptions, and of an exclusively interastionel dependence on Russe- 
Soviet methods of force, was unable te correspond equally icith the broad 
national and demecratic mesda cf the Greek popular movement; within tie 
homndaries of ita illepality, it fell into @ policy line of error which 
weerled, upsel and weakened the movement, and which ultimately helped ne 
one but the forces of reaction, The Greek crisis, from the side of the 
popular forces and democratic transformation, becomes intesratcd with the 
erisis which the popular movement experienced and still continues to ox 
perience, being prevented from playing ite decisive propressive role whieh 
it historically deserves. 


The partienlar serious denger which is created from here on in is that e 
Caesar—like tendency is cultivated and matured beliind the constantly. 
dissolute old party politics, with the assistance of variove groups, ‘This 
‘Cegsarism'. speculating in the elime of the threatening econonis banicruptey, 
ime general despair and the international wer psychosis, is probably mking 
preparations through elections to sweep up at the proper mconent whatever 

haa been left upright in the free political life of the country, to frustrate 
conclusively the reorganization ef the popular forces, and to blanket che 
entire life of the land with a sound program of social, politioal and 
spiritual counter-revolutioa,. 


The basie problems which today come to light are as follove: the popiier 
forces mst re~group themselves in such a manner as to vermit 4a new histerienk 
atteupt to liberate the lend from the morass of old party factionnlisn and 
the adventures of 'Caesarisn'’, end to aecomplish the domosratic transCorm tian 
of the land.
